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MAKING MAPS UNDER FIRE 


Adventures of the Ordnance Man at 
the Seat of War 





Attached to the headquarters slat 
of the British Expeditionary Force 
are experts In every branch of wur- 
fare. Anoug them are officers whose 
particular work {x to mark on maps 
the precise position ef troops along 
the whole front. and the connecting 
{nea with the rear and vase, and also 
aa far as can be ascertained. the Hues 
of the German front. [1 1s from these 
maps that ail movements of troops 
are planned and arranged at hend- 
quarters. 

The making of these war maps is 
work ‘requiring not only considerable 
expert kuawledge. but the coolest 
courage and daring. Supposing. for 
*xzample., the army, or a part of at 
fs advancing. ‘The country in front 
of It must be surveyed before the ud 


vance begins, and the positions whiten i 


the troops are to take up marked on 
the maps. The survey may have to 
be, and often fx, made under fire, 

Au ofver on thin duty, for example, 
during the operations connected with 
the advance to the River Marne; had 
fo Dark on his map a line extending 
from the Opening of a valley -across 
at open plece of country ending at 
the foot of a narrow, Tocky pass, a!- 
together about seven miles tn length. 
Whilst engaged on thia work he was 
under fire the whole time from rear 
patrols of the enemy, his borse being 
shot under’ him. Perhaps a huntredt 
or more oMecers may be engaged on 
this work, and as soon ax the maps 
are completed they are borne as quirk- 
ly as possible to headquarters: 

The maps are made out in sectlons, 
of course. and when all these are put 
together the exact positions of the 
troops. and the positions they are to 
advance to. are shown at a xlance. 

The maps used are the Ordnane> 
Survey sheets, and these maps wi)! 
all be preserved, and, at the end of 
the war, will form an exact and pro- 
clse record: of every movement of the 
Uritiah troops in the Great War.

Anyone acquainted with the sentl- 
mhengal regard which Scottish people 
have for centuries had for the tartan 
Kilt will understand the feeling of 
Indignation aroused by the statement 
that in future Highland regiments 
ure to wear w khaki kilt Instead of 
the familiar tartan. What ts worse 
still, the khaal Alt, according to the 
fatest order, tn to be composed of two 
yards less material than Ie at present 
used. 

It ts pointed out to those who argue 
(uat the Drilllant tartan makes the 
Mighland soldiers 2 conspicuous tare 
ket for the enemy, that the khakt 
apron or covering which they wear 
when going to the front ia suM@clent 
if ection. , 
‘The Highlanders are very proud/of 
thelr distinctive dress und its Tda- 
torical associations, They are as 
prond of the kilt as they are of thelr 
feather bonnet, which, by the way, 
the War Office endeavored to abolish 
thirty years ago. Hut the proposal 
aroused such a storm of indignation 
that the wnflitary authorities ultimate- 
ly decided to leave the Highland bon- 
net alone. 

There does not seem,to be much 
doubt that) the kilt asta Highland 
costume was really thee outcome of 
the clan system, which arose jn the 
eleventh century, when-a chief gather- 
ed iis Kinsmen sound faim and fought 
other neighboring chins or tribes. 
Obviously it woald Be desirable to 
have distinguishing marks, und It {s 
Possible that this,is the origin of the 
many distinct patternatof tartan which 
have come {nto rexistence, says one 
authority.

Local Fans are of Oplalot ia | 
Assoclation Could be 
Formed 


(Peterboro’ Review) 

The thinking departments of a few 
Peterborough basebgll fans have 
been quite busy of Jate. | Although 
the action of the Peterborough Club 
in dropping out of the Canadian Lea- 
gue almost crushed the game from 
tho minds of all, a few followers of 
the great summer pastime have been 
turning ever and over in their minds 
2 proposition to have an amateur 
baseball organization, whieh would 
embrace teams from all over the pro- 
vince af Ontario. At first glance this 


proposition looks almost impractical. 1 


Tho scheme seems toa mighty to ma- 
terialize but history of pasehall inj] 
Ontario roveals success of plans,’ just 
as extensive. 

Away back in tho fall of 1892, num- 
erous ball fons in Ontario had 
dreams of a huge organization which | 
would edver the province. Tho ueunt 
obstacles had to be* fought but they 
wore fought successfully and in the 
spring of 180% the plan materialized. 
The province was divided vinto four 
districts, In this district, the towns 
represented were Cobourg, Lindsay, 
Oshaws and Peterborough. The teams 
{froin Toronto and two from Hamilton 
composed the district west of us and 
the middle west. consisted of Brant- 
ford, Galt, Dumdas and Guelph, Co 
bourg won this group, one of the Tor- 
onto teams won its: district, Dundas 
cleaned .up the middle-west and Lon- 
don the tvestern. Cobourg won’ from 
Toronto in the semi-finals and Lon- 
don put Dundas out, . At. thja stage 
of the gamo the teams — were being 
spotted with professionals. London 
and Cobourg played home’and home 
games and the result.was a tie. The 
play-off fof the championship went to 
Toronto. Both teams were practical- 
ly pro. organizations by the time the 
final gome. wag played, “Doc” Shep- 
pard was on the mound for London 
and Pat Hall ‘ twizled .for Cobourg. 
The latter won. 

The next yoar.. 1894, the ‘hin organ 
ization branched out into what was 
-almost a professional league. The 
Guelph ‘Maple Leafs won the .cliam- 
Pionship. From it developed what is 
now known as the Canadian League, 
The late J. J. Ward, first president of

It ts true that Jesus used the term 
}Gehenna fire, and that our translators 





. 26-! confused the English reader by trans: 


;Jating this word Hell, . the same as 
j Hades. But, as all scholars will admit, 
; Jesus used the word fire here symbol- 
jically, just as we use ft, Thus our 
hewspapers tell about the great con- 
flagration in Europenot literal fire, 
but war, causing great destruction. So 
Josus puinted out that, although He 
had come to save men frow death, und 
eventually by a resurrection to le up 
all who bad gone down to Hades, nov- 
ertheless, the relief would only be tem- 
porary, except to those who would con- 
‘form to Divine Law. All conderoned 
under that Second trial would ch 
j asain. This Secong Death would be 





again die for those who would sin vil 
fully after being released from the first 
eentence. 


Folnting to.the valley outside of Jer- 
usalem, used as a garbage furnace and 
called in the Greek Gehenna, and in 
Hebrew the Valley of Tinmon and To- 
phet, Jesus declared that {t illustrated 
the fate of all wilful sinners. Dead 
carcasses, etc,, were thrown into the 
Valley of Hinnom, Gehenna, where 
fires were kept lighted, and brimstone 
was burned to kill the germs. 

It Is said that crimiuals of the worst 
(ype, after execution, were thrown into 
that valley, as Intimaling that thoy 
would not share in the resurrection. 
Jesus cniphasized the utter destruction 
in the Second Death, of any found in- 
corrigible after having Cull opportun- 
ity of return to God through the merit 
of Christ's sacrifice. The Bible overy- 
where, holds out the thought that the 
Church now, and the world in its trial 
day future, will be in danger of Ge 
henna destruction—the Second Death, 


Dible students know that Sheol and 


they shalt destroyed. If Sheol and 
Hades are to be destroyed, how could 
anybody bo tortured there everlasting? 
Tho clergy know theso things very 
Well. but hire them from the people 
Hosea, 13, 14, reads, “O grave (Sheol)

The much-coveted treasure was a 
tortoine-shell-fan sect with her Maj- 
esty’s monogram in’ diamonds sur- 
Mounted by a gold crown. Thus the 
Queen's fan realized $1.660 for fund.

With flares, rockets, rifle and ar- 
illlery fire, accompanfod occasfonally 
by musical strains from’ bagpipes, the 
front at times presents quite an. anl- 
mated scene. The trenches and dug- 
outs are in good shape, and with fine 
weather there is not now much hard- 

ship In trench life. In fact( some of 
our men enjoy Immensely trench tife 
and experiences.”

WHAT KINONESS DOES FOR 
CHICKENS

During the last months of the ex- 
Piring winter, subscribers frequently 
write to The Farmers’ Advocate and 
ask why their hens dio when appar- 
ently in good health. They often com- 
plain of the fowl dropping dead when 
picking up their feed or the birds may 
drop from the rapsts at night. All the 
explanations indicate that death is 
sudden and it is hard to understand 
how the heart of a hen should become 
disturbed. Et appears to be a peculiar- 
ity of the human race alon bin 
trouble diswovered chielly for coroners 
and the infical profession. Such sud- 
den deatio in the flock are traceable, 
in most cases, to over-feeding and 
auper-kindness, Many times corn is 
xiven liberally, yet the bens are not 
obliged to work fer their feed. The 
corn kernel is large, easily sen, and 
obtained by the bird without much ef- 
fort. The result is liver trouble and 
atdden death or the fow) become too fat 
wnd die of apoplexy.

*Phones Increasing. 


‘The telephone business of the coun- 
try Is increasing rapidly, as indicated 
by the annual report, issued Tecent- 
ly. Gross earnings in 1914 were 
$17,297,268, an iocrease of over two 
and a quarter millions; and operating 
expenses $12,882,402. Net earnings 
were $4,414,866. Gross earnings were 
equal to $33 per telephove ip use, and 
the operating expenses an average of 
$24 per telephone. 

‘The number of milta of telephone 
wire in use in 1934 was 1,323,090, 
an increase of.2 querter of a mililon. 
There was one mile of telephone for 
every six of the-po tion. The num- 
ber of telephones In use was 621,144, 
or one for every ff of the popu- 
lation. Only,one-otber country, the 
United States, Is kpown to bave ax 
large a number of ‘telephones Ip ure 
op the basis of population. 

The gross earnings- of Canadian 
telegraph companies in 1914 were 
35,983,204, and opetating “expenses

You would 
laugh If you saw us chasing. them, 
mnowing them down by the hundreds, 
Our nien would follow them to Ber- 
lin if they, were left alone. 

“We baven’t started yet, Heaven 
help them when we do; there will be 
some slaughter. They will beat it 
back to Berlin, any of them that are 
left, quicker than they came. . 

“They know they are beaten,

Word come# from Newfoundland 
thet the seal fishing. will not be 
ahanddned this year, and thus 4,090 
men will have from. six to elght 
weeks’ employment, despite the fact 
that Jast year’s and part of 1913's 
catch bave not been disposed of. 

Before the war ‘broke out there 
were on hand 372,006 skins, the re- 
mains of the 1923 catch, together 
with 233,000 akins, the catch otf 
2914. Germany, in recent years, hat 
been the market for the fat adbering 
to the skins, which, when converted 
into, ofl, Js sold as 2 substitute for 
“olive olf and as a basis for soaps. 
The skins at present prices bring $2, 
the seal of the Atlantle not being 
onevelgith as valuable an its Pacific 
Srother. ~ \ . : 

Seal hunting fs Deset with much 
peri) to the hanters\ aud the pay is 
cmall, when one con¥iders the risk. 
Karly in February. the seals mount 
the ice foes off Labrador, where the 
young are. born, Within a month the 
baby seals grow to a welght of 40 
to 50 pounds, As they He helpless 
spon the ice, they are killed by 3 
blow on the "head, gathered into 
heaps under the ship's flay, and to- 
ward evening the avimals are picked 
up by the steamer. Killing seals Is 
glain butchery. It ia recorded that 
4 crew of 270 men killed more than 
19,000 seals in a day. 

The men leave thelr. ships in the 
morning, lightly clad and still mare 
‘gbtly provisioned, planning to get 
Sack to thelr ships before sundown. 
Sometimes snowstorms, sometimes 
fog overtakes the men and they per- 
{sh by hundreds. Only last season 
the crew of the steamer Newfound: 
‘and, numgetlog 75 men, was lost Jo 
4 dlizzara and all perished. Some- 
times, when the Ice pack ‘opena, the 
men are carred out Into the ocean 
deyond rescue, So large. is- the area 
af the Ice that tbe area of New York 
state would not be 2 quarter of the 
extent of the Ice floe driven south 
each year. 

The fact that half of 1913's catcb 
and all of 1914s atlll is on hand, 
with the decrease that war bés made 
jn the price of seals, and the send- 
fog out the fleet this year to gather 
more seals means that Great Britalp 
tooks for the war not to cease during 
1915, for doubtless the. sending of 
4,000 men to work indicates thut 
Great Britaln intends to make caps, 
gloves and: other clothes for her wia- 
ter army of 1915-16. 
—“fir-the summer of- 
dominion’s roya! commission, having 
concluded their Investigation of 
trade posgibilities: ln Australia, New 
Zealand ‘and South ‘Africa, began 
their tour of Newfoundland and 
Canada. Owlrg to the outbreak of 
war, however, it suspended the en- 
to await the restoration of 
normal condition,, As covered, the 
commission prepared and recently 
iequed their report on that colony. 
TrJs an interesting summary of the 
resources of Newfoundland, and culls 
apecia) attention to the valuable de- 
posits of hematite iron ore at Bell 
Island.

Expedition To Hudson Bay Clears Tp 
Geographical Mystery. 
Canada is richer in the possession 
of islands in Hudson. Bay than haa 
for over two centuries been thought 
to be the case, The archipelago of 
gmali Jslands parzileling the Ungava 
seaboard of Hudson Bay at an arer- 
axe distance to the seaward of some 
seventy miles, and. known on: the 
‘Admiralty charts as the t 
Belchers, the South Belthers, Baker's 
| Dozen and King George Islands, have 
} through « serles of four! years’ ex- 
ploration by Sir William Mackenale's 
expeditions ‘to Hudson Bay been 
proved to be merely the small islands 
surrounding a range of enormous la- 
lands, Zz tar 
They were discovered by Mr. Rob- 
ert J. Flaherty, F.R.G.S., and Mr, La 
Duke, who ‘experlenced considerable 
hardsbip and danger in the discovery. 
The. accomplishment required the 
courage aad calmness that have made 
both successful explorers. 
The islands contain = trite ot 
Eskimoa pecullar to the region, “As

late as 1668 the old charts of Henry - 


Hudson and others showed three 
large islands outlying from the Un- 
gava seaboard of Hudson Bay. The 
discoveries of Sir William’s expedi- 
tion’ are, it would seem, really a re- 
discovery of the islands, and it means 
that this range of Islands has prac: 
Ucally been lost to the world for two 
centuries. x . 

It seems strange in these days, 
when the world “is so small, after 
all,’ that new rivers, new lands and 
new lakes are being discoveréd. It ie 
astounding that these discoveries 
take place within $90 miles of To- 
ronto. But yet that is what bas been 
done by theese two explorera,. The 
story of the diacoveries of Champlain 
have atgreat place in the history of 
Canada, and it was thought that the 
day of the)/geographical explorer was 
gone, but the story told recently add¢ 
more to, the bisfory of Canadian ex- 
ploration. 

Here is an area ui more than 4,000 
square miles, not in an uninhabitable 
latitude beyond the circle, but within 
the latitude of Edinburgh, In Scot- 
land, and a few miles north of the 
latitude of Prince Rupert, in British 
Columbia. Perhaps this discovery 
may give the readers a clear idea of 
the immensity of the Hudson Bay it- 
self—an Inland sea of more than 
350,000 square miles, 

The story of how these Islanda 
were utlimately found just_ before 
the termination’ of the third and last 
expeditions (these, expeditions’ cov- 
eared a pariad of £01 






ating to-a degree. 

Of the discovery Mr. Flaherty said: 
“We made out three big Islands. The 
main island, topographically, is 2 
serles of ranges paralle! to ita length, 
with a maximum height of 700 to 800 
feet. In formation it Is similar to 
the land masses on the north shore 
of Lake Saperlor, particularly on 
Thunder Bay. It Is covered with 
grasses and Arctic vegetation, From 
the height to which we climbed we 
could see rolling land masses, stud- 
ded with silver lakes, which appeared 
to be great breeding places for: wild 
swan and geese and ducks. 

“The part we explored is not In- 
habited by Eskimos, but on an island 
to the westward we found old stone 
igloos, purtly in ruins, and elaborate 
stone wind-blinds, used by the Eski- 
mes in goose-huntin,. The whole is- 
land area is more thar. 4,000 square 
miles In extent, with a complete 
length north and south of nearly 400 
miles; that is, from the South Bel- 
chers, latitude 55 degrees north, to 
lutitude 60 degrees north of the Ot- 
tawa Islands, Looking from the bill- 
tops of the main island over sweeps 
of valley and rise one got an impres- 
sion of highly cultivated areas, but 
that wak due to the green moss and 
gfuss that covered almost every: 
thing.”

2 Submarine Went 18 Knots 
“We left Liverpool on the S. 5. Fal- 
aba at 6 o'clock on Saturday ovening 
and had an unevently voyage till Sun- 
day about 12.20 a.m., when we sighted 
a submarine about a mile away on our 
starboard quarter. We at once headed 
away (rom,it. sod tho'submarine sent 
up a rocket and hoisted flags, to which 
we paid no attention. Howeter, we 
were doing only -12 to 13 knots, and 
the submarine about 18 knots, so in 
about 15 minutes she overhauled us 
abd wo hove to. The German skipper 
shouted through a megaphone that he 
Yould give us ten minutes to get into 
the boats and would then forepdo the 
boat. Then we all went on the boat 
deck and started to lower the boats. 1 
had got my camera and was taking 
photographs meanwhile of the sub- 
marine and the people getting Into the 
boats,

ting them into the water, as the boats 
were rotten, and the crew did ndt seem 
to. kuow how to lower them. , I took

had come around our stern,passing one 
of the upturned boats, which had about 
30 poople clinging to it, and stopped 
about 250 yards away on our starboard 
quarter. We were looking at it when 
suddenly I noticed the wake of a tor 
pedo, so I shouted to Emerton, and wo 
ran forward towards the bridge in case 
of fragments, etc., from the explosion. 
Thore was a muffied boom, and I look- 
ed round and saw a tremendous col- 
umn of black smoke and water and 


bits of wood which went about 100 ft. 
In the air, but- luckily none of the 


| fragments came near us. Onc of the 


officers was pointing at the water, so 1 
went and looked and saw one or two 
bodies.fioating in the water, apparent- 
ly killed by the torpedo. 

“The ship was heeling over tremen- 


. | dously then, so Emerton and I thought 


it time we had better get. into tho 
sea and try to swim. to.the . trawler, 
which was about - half 2 milo away 
Ten. So we went to the bor on tho 
dock and got x couple of life belts and 
put them on, one of the officers, the 
second mate, I thiAk, helping mo with 
mine. “Then Emerton said sald good- 
byc to Ine and swarmed down one of 
the davits on the port side, while 1 
picked up a life buoy and went down 
to the lower deck. There I mct a man 
who had no life belt, and gave him 


(my life buoy, as I had a life belt as 


well; then I went down the davit 
ropes into the sea very slowly, as it 
was infernally cold and took my breath 
away. I had a mackintosh on, hat, 
mufier and my shoes, as I never 
thought of taking them off; too fright- 
ened I suppose. I sterted to swim for 
the trawler, which looked abont half 
a@ mile away on our starboard. 





Seas were Heavy 

“I got into the water on the port side 
and nover thought I was going to get 
past the bow, as I sup my clothes 
prevented my pone 5-8 from being 
very fast. However, I passed the bow 
eventually and headed for the trawler. 
Once past tho bow the seas were pretty 


big and they looked monstrous to me 
swimming. 


- “I swallowed a good deal of water, 
but managed to kocp on swimming. for 
about 20 minutes, I suppose, or Jonger. 
1 turned round {wo or throe times to 
have a look at ber, and tha last I: caw 
of her was her bow just disappearing. 
There was no suction, at all, at least 1 
did not feel any. By this time I was 
beginning to fcol oxhausted, and the 
trawler still seemed a long way off, 
and f thought my last minotes had 
come. Howover,:Mfe seemed very 
pleasant, so I made a gallant effort and 
seemed to get a second wind, and went 
on swimming. 

“Just after that I saw a big plank 
with a man hanging on to one end of 
{t, so J made for {t, and got ‘hold of the 
other end. We carricd on a desultory 
conversation about the coldness of the 
water, etc., and then saw the captaln 
fairly near, banging on to a Ilfe buoy. 
We hailed him and told him to hang on 
to the plank, but clther he did not 
hear or was unconscious, as he paid no 
attention and drifted away, and at that 
moment I did not {cel Inclinod to do 
any heroic life saving. 


Got Very Sleepy 

“After that I don't remember very 
much, as I scomed to be getting vory 
sleepy, and could not keep my oyes 
open, though I rubbed them hard, and 
kept kicking about in the water to 
keep warm. I remember a big wave 
coming along and turning the plank 
over two or three times, but we both 
hung on like Hmpets. Then the next 
thivg I remember was the trawler 
right alongside of me, and they 
Ilfted me out and took off my mackin- 
tosh and shoes, and put me by tho gal: 
ley fire, where 1 sat for a Jong time, 
inlserably cold and too weak and sick 
to move. 1 don’t know. if my compan- 
fon on the plank was saved or not, as 
the last I remember of him he seemed 
pretty far gone, and he was not on the 
plank when the trawler picked me up. 
After a long time I crawled down to 
the cabin and managed to get Ir of 
dry trousers and sea boots, but had to 
keep on my wet shirt, etc., as the sup- 
ply of dry clothes was exhausted. I 
was fceling very sick from tho salt 
water I had swallowed and miserably 
cold. People were being. sick all 
round me, other moaning and groan- 
Ing, and one or two dying, altogether 


‘five died on the trawler... The Liffey 


stopped us, and we transhippod to her. 
They were awfully good to us, and 
gave us rum and tca and cocoa, etc. I 
got into a hammock in the stockers’ 
Quarters, and lay there till we arrived

Tho gromth of Christian Science has 
astonished the world. Its teachings ap- 
peal to a very intelligent, - well-todo 
class of people, of considerable mental 
independence. The physical healing 
of elther themselves or their friends 
seems to have been more or less asso- 
clated with thelr conversation to their 
cult. Thelr realization of the cure 
brought them the conviction that there 
is & supernatural power outside of man 
and aroused a religious sentiment 
such as they had never kbown before.

The reason for this is that nominal 
Christianity is merely a form of godll- 
heas, without power or conviction.

Cheese cake—It would be more ap 


'] bropriate to speak of it as cheese ple— 


is made from ordinary short ple crust 
tilled with a custani mixture made from, 
tgge, sugar, pot cheese and tarious Ga- 
vorings, The cheese can be made at 
bome from sour milk or bought by the 
pound In the delicatessen shops. or 
peck in prepared cakes of different 
If one desires to make scunt 
parent hot water may be poured into 
clabbered milk and the‘curd will sep- 
arate. But the water must not be too 
kot. Here is one recipe: 

Rub together until smooth one pound 
of cottage or pot cheese and a cup of 
sugar. Add three beaten eggs, 2 tuble- 
spountul of melted Umer, bulf a cupi- 
ful of cream or rich milk, the juice and 
rind of a lemon and a tensoonful of 
cinnamon. Beat all until the mixture 
has a smooth, creamy consistency. 
Then pour Into a deep ple tin which 
has been Uned witb pastry and bake In 
a quick oven for forty-five minutes. 
This can be covered with a meringue 
made from the whites of three egzs 
and two tublespoonfuls of sugar. ‘The 
meringue should be browned in a slow 
oren. It should not be put on to the 
“cako" until this bas been Ict to partly 
cool after being taken from tbe oren. 


Somo cooks bake the pastry for ;2 


cheese cake’ before putting in the cus- 
tard, laying {t aver the outside of the 
pan and cooklpg with the bottom of 
the pan uppermost.”

Cover and stand In a 
warn place to rise; then add enough 
gluten to make a soft dough and 
knead {t well. Form it into four 
foaves and let rise again. Bake for 
one honr.

Men Entering Business Again 
At the meeting of” of” the License Com- 

soissioners held at Montreal, a depu- 
tation representing the Dominion Al- 
Hance and the Anti-Aleoholic Léague 
tried: to get a ruling to the effect that 
those men who get compensstion for 
the Tos of their licenses, shall not be 
allowed to enter the business agoin at 
any time in the future. It was repre- 
sented: that a man might get $5,000 
fora Lcense'lost through a ruling of 
the. commission, purchase the right of 
snotlier license ‘at $2,000, and  pro- 
ceed with his business with an extra 
aun of $3,000 in. his pockets. 

Mr. 8.'3. Carter, president of the 

Dominion Alliance, congratulated the 
License Commission on the fact that 
screnty licenses ‘would be wiped out 
after May Ist, in’ accordance with the 
law. He considered that it would be 
creating a very bad precedent if those 
who were compensated should be al- 
lowed to return to the business later, 
and ‘he thought ‘that the commission 
had discretiouary power iv the mat- 
ter. 
* Rev.’ Father Daly, representing the 
Auti-Alcobolic League, considered 
that to allow men compensated for 
losing their licenses to come into the 
Dusinesa woukl encourage the mark- 
cling of licenses. Rev. Fathers Tour- 
mngeau and Villencuve, Rev. Mr. Me- 
Cutcheon, and Mr. John H. Roberts 
sustained the same views. 

Chairman Choquet said that noth- 
ing could be done in the matter, as 
the list of licenses.on which they had 
recommenmled compensation had been 
sent to Quebec, and some of the men 
hau already bought new Lenses. 


GALLANTRY OF 
"CANADIAN OFFICERS 


LONDON, April 27.—Sergeant Ben- 
uett, of the Sixteenth Battalion, when 
segu in a London hospital said: “The 
Germans, appeared. to wait Tur us, 
and then having got the range pour- 
ed lead into us. But they could not 
withstand our attack. I saw two put 
up their hands and shout *Monsieur, 
mercy, mercy.’ They appeared to 
think we were French. I received 8 
bullet wound in the wrist and just at 
that moment, in front T saw an offi- 
cer fall. The Canadian officers led 
the men, in true British fashion. 1 
was going to sce whether this officer 
had been serriously hit when a piece 
of shrapnel struck my elbow. 1 crawl- 
cd abvut 100 yards when two bullets 
caught mo in: the side, There were 
also sume brave women about when 1 
¢tt back to the dressing station. Not 
more than a thousand yards from the 
German firing line I saw two women 
serving hot drinks.”

“hiinion is contained in a table of 
statistics published récently at Otta- 
wa slowing the stocks of wheat held 
ju Canada on Februray 8th, 1915. The 
table divides this into two classes, (1) 
transit, and (2) the quantity of wheat 
fn hands of farmers themselves. It 
is estimated that on the date named 
there were 79,130,693 bushels held in 
elevators, ete., and 29,554,000 held by 
the farmers of the Dominion. Of the 
latter amount it is interesting to note 
that one third iy credited to Baskat 
chevan with 10,339,000 bushels, which 
is the best showing made by any of 
the provinces. Alberta comes second 
with 7,215,000 bushels, and Manitoba 
third with a total of 5,791,000 bushels.

as it is to-day. 

“The country has been attacked by 
disease as, 1 think, no country has 
ever been attacked before. It is a 
plague such as the world has seldom 
known and all thé benevolence of hu- 
inanity will be required to deal with 
it. I visited the bospitals from north 
so south, and overywhere L found 
them full of typhus cases. In some 
hospitals they bad neither blankets 
nor mattresses; in others the mat- 
tresses Were put sideways, and three 
or four patients were lying on one 
mattress. Dr. Ryan, the chief of the 
American Red Cross Mission in Ser- 
bia, who has 2.906 patients under his 
care, told me (bat unless something 
is dore immediately to stop the dis- 
ease more thar, half the population 
of Serbia will be wiped out. The 
most urgent needs are tents, wooden 
huts, sanitary materials, clothing, 
beds and bedding, drugs and medical 
stores, milk sterilizers, but above all 
doctors and nurses. 

“A great deal of good work has 
been done at Lady Paget's hospital at 
Uskub, but tho epidemic Sureatenn jo 
overwhelm very fxolated  effoft. 
What 1 haye seen convinces me that 
the efforts of the Red Crosse splen- 
did as they are, must prove f{nade- 
quate. The whole of the resources of 
humanity must be organized to fight ] 
this epidemic in such a way that full 
forco can be brought te bear upon 
the entire stricken dictricts, and 
thus sate the Serblan people from a 
fate even more terriblethat annihila- 
tions by the enemy.” 

Sir Thonzas Lipton says tbat the 
British Ned Cross aro willing largely 
to extend their work in Serbia if tne 
necessary funds can be obtained. 

When Str Thomas was In Belgrade, 
he visited a certuin hospital and came 
upon a little West African boy who 
had beon page boy to an Austrian of- 
ficer. When the Austrians hurriedly 
evacuated Ser bix, the officer abandon- [ 
ed the boy. The kid speaks cight lan- 
guages, including Serbian ang Greek. 
Sir Thomas took him back to Eng- 
Jand with him,

canadian Shows How the Gas Bomb Works—Great Reeling 
“ ~-Mass—Horribie Picture of Men Overcome by Them 





LONDON, Aprit 28.—The following | 


thrilling : account of the British  suc- 
cess at Ypres, telling for tho first 
time the effect of the German asphy- 
xlating. gas, is given by a Canadian 
who took part in the fighting. 

“it was during Thursday afternoon 
that our pickets reported a sudden re- 
Ulring movement on the part of our 
French allies, who were on the left of 
the Canadian division on tho Ypres- 
Langemarch road. 


“The strong northeast wind which 
was blowing from’ the enemy's lines 
across ‘the French trenches, became 
charged with a sickening, suffocating 
odor, which we recognized as proceed. 
ing from some form of {sonous 
gas. The smoke moved liké’n vivid 
Breen wall some four feet in length 
for several hundred yards and extend- 
ing to within 200 yards of our extreme 
left. Gradually it rose higher and 
obscured the view. 

They Return Asphyxiated. 


“The rife fre which hitherto had 
been desultory now increased In vol- 
ume, but tended to become more er- 
ratic, as always {s the case when men 
fire at random. Soon strange cries 
were heard, and through the grecn 
mist, now growing thinner, there 
burst a mass of dazed, reeling men, 
who fell as they passed through our 
ranks. The greater number were un- 
wounded, but they bore upon their 
faces marks of agony. The retiring 
men were among the finest soldiers in 
the world, whose sangfroid and cour- 
age had been proverbial throughout 
the war. All ‘were now reeling 
arount us like drunken men. 

“Meanwhile tho enemy advanced 
and we retreated to the base, where 


~“jmy battalion had been enjoying two 


of the usual four days of relief in bil- 
lets. 

“It was now a little after 5 oclock 
and the Germans, continuing unop- 
posed their advance, were seen fever- 
ishly entrenching themselves at a dis- 
tance of half a mile on a lino parallel 
to the road Icading 10 rocicapelle. At 
9 o'clock they had constructed tem- 
porarily while we were preparing for 
@ counter-allack, 

Having a Bath at the Time 
“About 6 o'clock J Joined hy bat 
talfou at a different point in the line, 

but heard afterwards that there hat 
been sharp fishing at St. Julien, 

where the 14th Canadian Battalion 
put up a stiff Aight resisting the ene- 
my's advance. Some of our fellows, 
who had been on a few hours’ leave, 
came fn from Ypres, They sald they 
had been having a bath when the 
shell-flre from the German trenches be 
came too hot to stand, and they dash- 
ed into the street to find the place be- 

Ing furlously bombarded. The road 

along the eastern bank of the canal 
also was being pounded by shell and 
already was full of dead and dying 

{horses and smashed waggons. The

Non-combatants Killed 

“Frightened women and children 
who form the non-military population 
of Ypres already were streaming out 
into the flelds, where many lost their 
lives.

Scarecly had 
we done so when the — intervening 
plain again was treated to shrapnel, 
but at intervals only. 


Big Task Set Them. 

“We arrived withln three-quarters 
of a mile of the forest without any 
casualties. Were a further halt was 
called, and the officers were told that 
German forces were occupying the 
wood, and that they had been fn pos- 
session since 7.o’clock, and in all 
probability were entrenched Uiere. it
